It is pro- 
posed shall be the esattion from your 
petitioners of a virlunl pledge tint they 
will not nltcnipt, except within the nar- 
nowesE limits, mid under the most jealons 
re scrvn lions, either lo imparl truths, which 
they believe they arc not at liberty to sti- 
pulate Ihnt (hey will at any lime positirely 
iibstaiu from eiiforeing, or to confute errors 
against which the youthful mind, in par- 
ticulnr, TCiluires to be at oil limes r»re~ 
fully guarded. 

Your petitioners must not omit to ob- 
serve lion- scrinus ait objection it farms to 
the system uf education recommended by 
the Committee, that on the ma Iter of 
religious lencliiug there cannot ciist the 
slightest cordiality find cotnmuuilj *! 
feeling, or of euiifidenlial intercourse b»- 
tween the clergy in an and the schoolmaster. 
They clearly perceive that while this inlet- 
diction is an essential part of the system 
by which religion is excluded during Iht 
hours of secnlsr leaching, and the well- 
disposed scliaahiiastvr is prohibited from 
acting as the ally and supporter of the 
clergyman, there can be no corresponding 
security that irrcligjon may net be arttully 
nnd indirectly instilled when the school- 
master happens to be, coierlly, a man of 
b hccplicnl turn of mind j viewing the 
effect likely to be produced upon the minds 
of the children brought up under such a 
system of luitiua, your petitioners cannot 
concenl front themselves hoit injurious, if

Your pelitioncrs will mil farther intrude 
themselves upon the ntlenligji ofyour Ho- 
uomblc Council, with a statement of the 
numerous reasons upon which they found 
the objections entertained by them to the 
mode In which it is proposed to ndtnit them, 
or persons approved by t hem, to superintend 
fit stated sermons only, a course of tfligious 
instruction. Dut this system having been 
described in the Ucport 'of the Select Com- 
miuce,n5 " the only plan suflicienlly com- 
prehensive to. include both t'roltslant and 
Catholic, your petitioners consider it h-
